Auxiliary entrances are not intended to bypass 
waiting in line. There may be a waiting period before 
boarding, and wait times will vary depending on the 
attraction. 


At those attractions with an auxiliary entrance, Guests 
with disabilities and up to five (5) members of 
their ae may use these entrances. The Guest 
whose disability precludes the use of the standard 
queue must be in the party experiencing the attraction.
